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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of Species H claims 23-3 1 in the reply filed on 
7/15/05 is acknowledged. Claim 23 appear to be a generic embodiment to each of the species 
shown in the figures. 

Drawings

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 23-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Laguette (US 
PGpub 20020188351). Laguette discloses an intraocular lens (title) for insertion into an eye, 
comprising: a unitary (one or more materials molded into a single piece), deformable ([0015]) 
multifocal optic ([0017]) including a first zone having a baseline power for distance vision 
correction (along the periphery) and a second zone having an add power (central portion); and a 
force transfer assembly ([0019]) coupled to the optic and structured to cooperate with the eye to 
effect deformation of the optic so as to change the power of at least one of the first and second 
zones ([0020]). 

With respect to claims 27 and 3 1, the force transfer assembly is further structured to 
axially move the optic in response to an action of the eye ([0020]), wherein the axial movement 
of the optic combines with the increased add power obtained through the deformation to provide 
enhanced accommodation relative to the deformation alone.
